COMMUNISM IN. CALEFORNTA. 

We. published recently in our columns. 
8 slip from a San Francisco journal. giving 
the amounts which certain wealthy citizens 
of that city. were assessed, and on which 
they would be obliged ‘to pay a heavy tax 
if the assessment is not set aside by the 
courts. This is among the first. practical 
illustrations of the ‘‘ Communism’’ of. the 
new California ‘Constitution. This instru- 
ment, it will be remembered, is the first in- 
stance in which the Communistic purposes 
of the poorer and discontented classes in the 
United States. have been embodied in law, 
and in theorganic law. ‘The Pacific coast has 
been unfortunate in two respects: It has at- 
tracted to itself a peculiarly restless and 
speculative kind of laboring men, and it has 
nourished a class of capitalists who have 
cared and done very little for the public. So 
long as the speculative working classes were 
‘prosperous they had no motive for interfer-' 
ing with the rights of property. But 
gradually, as silver mining ‘became less 
profitable, and. gambling in . stocks 
proved a failure, this class of men gathered 
in the cities and filled’eyery large town, and 
especially San Francisco, with a horde of 
needy adventurers, ready for any sort ‘of 
attack on ¢apitel and property. They fur- 
nished the. appropriate. instruments for 
shrewd American and» Democratic  politi- 
cians. The great mass of these men were 
Irish and German, and were only too ready 
to follow any leader who would guide them 
toward some’ practical : method. of Com- 
munism—some way of distributing the 
wealth of those who had among those who 
had not.

in return for.a shadowy interéstin an apochry- 
phal property. ‘The principal things required 
under this system, to wheedle out of unsus- 
pecting and unsophisticated people the accu- 
mulated results of years of toil, isa little in- 
genuity in wording an advertisement, a plaus- 
ible manner, a large amount of assurance, and 
a tolerable gift of language. ‘To do this more 
effectually, the services of confederates are re- 
quired, and. these are always to be fourid. on 
the spot, ready to render. such assistance, as 
may. be necessary, receiving a percentage on 
all moneys realized from the jobs. in: which 
they have a band. Last Fall an advertise- 
ment calling fora young man to, go to Cali- 
fornia appeared in most of the New-York 
papers, The applicant, by giving $100 cash as 
security, was to obtain a good situation, pay- 
ing $60 a month. . This California advertise- 
ment proved very successful, Some dozen ’or 
more fools parted with $100 each before tlie 
accomplished swindler came to grief. He 
told each applicant: that he would suit,:agreed 
to furnish him’ with a free pass to California, 
and promised to return the $100, which he de- 
manded as security for good behavior on the 
part of his dupé, after the latter ‘had been one 
month. in his émploy. Written agreemerits 
were invariably drawn up and signed by both 
parties in the presence of a confederate, who 
was represented to be a notary public. This 
simple, almost climsy, machinery, slightly 
changed and modified, is still in actiye opera-. 
tion, as may be seen by a glance at the. adver- 
tising columns of our morning papers. i

But there has been brought forward a great 
deal of evidence to prove that the claimant 
really is ‘the original and Simon Pure TxE- 
OPHILUS, Several persons living in this City, 
and claiming ‘to know the missing man, have 
testified’ that they saw the claimant, whom 
they believed to be THEOPHILUS, at different 
times during the last’ Summer, and that he, 
though presumably dead, admitted that he 
was what he now claims to be—THEOPHILUS 
Younes, the missing man, It is also alleged 
that the body recovered in Boston Harbor and 
buried as the mortal remains of THsorHiLus 
YounGs bore no strong points of resemblance 
to the missing man; that it was the body- of a 
man with unmistakable Irish features, red 
hair, and 4 face scarred ‘with ‘the traces of 
small-pox, all of: which chatacteristics .do. ‘not 
belong to the missing man, nor to the claimant.

- TRYING TO LIVE. ° 

In this wide-spreading, practical democ- 
racy, whose citizens depend as a rule on their 
own-exertions for such success as they may 
win, most of us have had, some time, more or 
jeas straggle with the world. When the strug- 
gle is over we are apt to forget it, especially if 
it were not long, oF at least.to soften its retro- 
spect through the consciousness of chanzed and 
bettered conditions. “We do not remember, in 
other words, after we have acquired some kind 
of competency, how yery hard itis to make a 
living. = If we would remember it, if we would 
let the stern past slip, now-and then, into our 
gentile present, we should have more commis- 
eration and more sympathy than wo usually 
have with the thousands*with whom fortune 
deals less kindly than she has dealt with, us. 
We are generally vexed with the poor and the 
struggling when they importune us for patron- 
age or favor; we are likely then to call them 
bores and ‘nuisances. Since they annoy us, 
they are almost criminal in our eyes,, We 
should be’ more charitable if we would only 
pause to think that they are merely trying to 
live, 

“ven in this broad, free, exceptionally, pros- 
perous*land; whose resources’ seem exhaust- 
less, and where it. would appear as if every one 
of its inhabitants, sound in mind and body, 
might thrive if he would, vast. number of 
people are. not, properly, living; but. always 
trying to live. ‘They are: not idle nor intem- 
perate, nor unworthy either, in the main,’ 


private residences, and: the: and tricks of gesttire and manner, so that they mistakes and. 
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, ifthe army of vendors and agents who are 
trying to live, and; who, invoke: the aid of the 
general public to: that end, had more tact, 
keener insight, finer courtesy, they would be 
less rudely repelled, and more likely to dispose 
of their wares. Very true. But they who 
have. been obliged: almost’ from: childhood to 
earn their daily bread have not the leisure or 
the means to refine themselves or cultivate the 
social graces. If they had’ had. it they would 
not-need to'be oceupied so humbly as they are. 
They would be in a position where they would 
not disturb the sensibilities of the more favored 
few. ‘To be compelled by severe circumstances 
to solicit orders, or to invite patronage of any 
kind, is not the, delight which those who are 
annoyed. by. it seem: to think... It cannot be 
other than disagreeable even to the persons 
who: practice it ‘habitually, and who ‘would 
seem hardened thereto. . They, also, have feel- 
ings, and their hard .lot should not be made 
harder. by rough words or cruel gibes that can- 
not be recalled. If the ‘unfortunates who are 
merely trying to, live had attained even a 
small success in living, they. would be very 
apt to embark in some. more promising and 
less ungrateful occupation... Their poverty 
compels rather than their wish incites. 

The circumstance that anybody shows a dis- 
position to ger something honestly, however 
humbly, should excite respect instead of ridi- 
cule or contempt. When ‘we are worried by 
beggars or swindled by impostors we justly 
blame them. because they donot go to work, 


-And yet when poor men and women. go to 


work in their slender and natural, albeit .un- 
welcome, way, they are denounced as: nui- 


,sances and abused when they offer their petty 
“wares. ‘Itis very hard to make a living: in this 


selfish, bustling, crowded world, much harder 
than they imagine who have had early advan- 
tages, are blessed with friends, and enjoy for- 
tune’s smiles, And they. who try to make a 
living under discouraging circumstances, even 
though they may offend: our sensitive taste in 
their trial, certainly deserve something better 
than censure and reproach.
